convened today for a reg u lar session 
w hich m ay last eight m onths or more 
The h ealthy fiscal condition of the 
governm ent w as outlined in a budget 
m essage prepared by P resid en t Hoov 
er for delivery to both the senate and 
the house as soon as they a te ready 
to receive it.

Tomorrow’ Mr. H oover officially will 
inform the congress by his legislative 
m essage on "the state of th e U nion’ 
th a t th e financial 
outlook 
is 
good 
enough to w arra n t lifting $160,000,000 
from the tax burdens of th e people. 
W ednesday’, his secretary of treas 
ury, A ndrew W. Mellon, will go before 
the house w ays and m eans com m ittee 
to advise how the reduction should be 
applied. H e w’ill recom m end a straig h t 
cut of I per cent from everyone’s tax 
levy w hich will bring the norm al in­ 
come tax rates from 5, 3 an d m per 
cent down to 4, 2 and Ms per cent, and 
reduce th e corporation ra te from 12 
to l l per cent. 
C ongressional 
leaders 
have 
m ade 
plans to handle the m a tte r expediti­ 
ously. 
It is generally expected the re 
duction will be m ade law before ad­ 
journm ent, Dec. 20, for the C hristm as 
holidays. 
This bold stroke of the ad m in istra 
tion is founded upon the confidence of 
Mr. H oover and S ecretary M ellon th at 
the business outlook points tow ard ex­ 
pansion. T here will be no dim inution 
in am ount of taxes to be received next 
year, they say. 
Strong tax paym ents 
m ean profits are being m ade by cor 
porations and individuals, th e adm in­ 
istration leaders point out 
U nless they had confidence in pros­ 
pective revenue they {would h esitate tq 
recom m end a tax cut. 
B y th e move, 
they also expect $160,000,000 
will 
be 
turned to productive enterprise, w hich 
otherw ise would be absorbed by the 
governm ent. 
The congressional schedule calls for 
introduction of the tax cu t resolution 
in the house today or tom orrow , and 
for reading of the budget m essage on 
W ednesday. 
L eaders of both houses plan to ad ­ 
journ the first day in respect to the 
m em ory of those who have died re­ 
cently. Only prelim inary ro u tin e busi­ 
ness of opening the congress therefore 
will be tran sacted today. 
The delay will not, now ever, in ter­ 
fere w ith the tax legislation program .

m eans com m ittee, and passed

and honor of the senate, dangerous to 
the perpetuity of a free governm ent, 
and together w ith charges of corrup­ 
tion and fraud m akes V are unfit for 
his seat.” 
The republicans do not believe they 
have enough votes to seat V are, but. 
they are going to seek a postponem ent 
which m ight help his case. T hey w ant 
to aw ait the report of a com m ittee 
which has investigated 
th e 
contest 
brought by his defeated dem ocratic 
opponent, W illiam B. W ilson. 
V are 
w ants this delay, also, and th e com ­ 
m ittee will m eet today to a c t upon his 
request th a t th e ballots of 31 m ore

Such a recount would bring additional 
m onths of delay. 
If V are’s opponents persist in settl­ 
ing the case now. as they say they 
will, the republicans are p rep arin g to 
offer a resolution declaring th e seat 
‘ vacant,” w hich will enable th e re­ 
publican P ennsylvania governor to ap­ 
point a republican senator to th e va­ 
cancy.

steam er Kiowa, pounding on the rocks 
off Sable P oint in L ake Superior to­ 
day, told graphically of a w in ter tra g ­ 
edy of th e inland seas in w hich six 
sailors perished S aturday n ight in one 
of the m ost 
furious 
blizzards 
ever 
know n on the G reat Lakes. 
H eroism of coast guardsm en, who 
battled th e m ountainous 
w aves 
and 
treach ero u s rocks to get a line across 
the K iow a’s bow, saved th e o th er 18 
aboard. 
The survivors, alm ost dead 
from exposure and exhaustion, 
w ere 
tran sfe rred from the w ave-lashed deck 
to the bobbing boats of th e rescuers 
by breeches buoy. 
C aptain Alex T. Young, son-in-law 
of O. W . Blodgett, president of the 
O. W. B lodgett Com pany, ow ner of 
th e K iowa, w as am ong th e dead. 
H e and four sailors w ere drow ned 
w hen a lifeboat they 
had 
launched 
capsized,, according to survivors. W ith 
him, th ey said, w ere th e sh ip ’s cook, 
the w heelm an, w atchm an and porter. 
T he sixth sailor w as found dead in a 
lifeboat. 
The cargo of flax seed in th e steel 
ship shifted as the storm tossed the 
c ra ft about like a bit of driftw ood 
and m ade her unm anageable, surviv­ 
ors said. 
T he K iow a left D uluth, M inn., three 
days ago and w as due here yesterday. 
W hen a tug picked up a lifeboat 
stam ped w ith the ship’s nam e and 
bearing the body of a dead sailor, 
coast guardsm en put out in th e storm 
to search. 
T hey cam e upon the half subm erged 
c ra ft a t dusk. 
B reakers w ere driving 
h er ag a in st the rocks like a b atterin g 
ram . 
The coast 
guardsm en 
fought 
for 
hours 
before 
the 
la st 
sailor 
was 
brought off safely. 
D arkness fell soon 
afte r rescue efforts began and ham ­ 
pered the men. 
C apt. H. G. F isher of the coast guard 
here said the blizzard th a t had raged 
over the lake for 48 hours w as terrific. 
Snow cam e down in sheets and a 
how ling gale sent it so thick it blotted 
out everything," he said. 
The K iowa, built in 1920, is 251 feet 
long and has a tonnage of 2.309. 
It 
had not been determ ined w hether the 
ship could be salvaged. 
Ice blasting boats had succeeded In 
punching a channel in th e St. M ary's 
river, allow ing 91 boats 
to 
proceed 
from L ake Superior through to Lake 
H uron. 
The craft had been icebound 
for some tim e and it had been feared 
they would be tied up until spring. 
The freig h ter Queedoc, w ith a cargo 
of grain, w ent aground in the upper 
river last night, about 15 m iles from 
here. 
The arain was rem oved in an 
effort to float her. 
The crew w as safe.

other football season finds the fans of 
the nation aw aiting announcem ent of 
the accepted recognition of individual 
perform ance, the annual All-American 
team. 
W ith nearly 200 college, University 
and service elevens playing through 
representative 
a n d 
intersectional 
schedules, the choice this 
year 
has 
been quite as difficult as any in the 
past. 
The United Press All-American team 
for 1929, which will be announced on 
Tuesday, December 3, has been select­ 
ed with the assistance of coaches, olli- 
cials and football experts 
in 
every 
part of the country. It is truly repre­ 
sentative of Individual worth through­ 
out the land. 
Football as played today has been 
perfected—some of our educators say 
over-emphasised — to a point where 
the truly outstanding stars 
of 
any 
given season are not to be found m 
the line-ups of the better team s ex­ 
clusively. 
The 
gridiron 
game 
has 
broadened out, and expert coaching 
has been made available for smaller 
schools so that if it were not for ex­ 
haustive research such as the United 
Press undertook this year in assembl­ 
ing its All-American team, m any 
a 
football star, like Thomas Gray's rose, 
m ight blush unseen and 
waste 
his 
ability on the desert air. 
In order to be chosen for this ycta's 
All-American eleven, a player had to 
perform not only well but consistently. 
He had to stand up through a gruel­ 
ling season, and be a real tower of 
strength to his team , great or amal., 
not merely brilliantly in a game 
or 
two. For this reason, the names of a 
num ber of players who were outstand­ 
ing, incomparable in fact, in certain 
games, have been om itted from the 
United Press All-American team. 
Albie Booth, Yale’s 
extraordinary 
sophomore back, for instance, showed 
m ore football than any other player- 
seen in the east, if not the entire coun­ 
try, in inspiring and leading his team 
to victories over * Army ‘ and 
D art­ 
mouth* but Booth was h u rt u&d pout 
of the Princeton game, a cripple and 
ham pered to the point of virtual in­ 
competency in the h a rv a rd gp.rno. He 
deserves recognition as one 
of 
the 
m ost rem arkable football players 
of 
modern times, but because he did not 
play throughout his team ’s schedule, 
he does not come up to the require­ 
m ents of the 1929 All-American eleven 
Another such player was Al M in­ 
sters of D artm outh, who was tho me­ 
teoric back of eastern gridirons dur­ 
ing the early part of cho season, only 
to suffer an injury which ended his 
career before his team was finished 
with a difficult schedule. 
Booth and M arsters w ire two of the 
year’s greatest, yet neither 
met 
the 
All-American specifications. 
Some of the stars who have neon 
selected for honorable metv.ioi were 
stopped by their opponents 
in 
the 
final games of the year, but th ii teem ­ 
ed inevitable with football at its pres­ 
ent pitch. No player, however great, 
could be expected to keep up inc pice 
required by the modern game if his 
team 's schedule was hard enough to 
furnish the requisite test. 
Those who did surpassed themselves 
and all their rivals for individual hon­ 
ors, and will be named on the United 
Press All-American team tomorrow.

Unlawful to Cut Trees W ithout W rit­ 
ten Consent of 'Owner 
of Land 


W ith the holiday season a t hand the 
an n u al ru sh of C hristm as trees to the 
various p arts of the sta te is on. 
T he S tate F orest service according 
to R an g er C. C. C arlton, is not try in g 
to discourage this old custom but it is 
try in g to discourage th e w antom w aste 
of our none too plentiful spruce trees. 
“C ut ju st enough trees to supply 
your costom ers. 
W here 
is 
th ere a 
m ore pitiful sight th an a vacant lot 
stacked high w ith beautiful trees only 
to be burned a fte r probably tw o or 
three hundred trees have been sold?.’’ 
asked Mr. Carlton. 
To those who a re not acquainted 
w ith the new laws governing the cut 
ting and tran sp o rtin g of C hristm as 
trees the follow ing will be .of value. 
C hapt. IO law s of 1927 as M mftanded 
by chapt. 285, laws of 1929. 
“No person shall cut, rem ove or 
tra n sp o rt for decorative purposes or 
for sale, in its n atu ral condition .an d 
untrim m ed, any grow ing pine, ceda*\ 
evergreen or coniferous tree, bush, sap­ 
ling or shrub (except nursery stock) 
w ithout the w ritten consent of the 
ow ner of the land on w hich th e sam e 
is grown, w hether such be publicly or 
privately owned. 
“Such w ritten consent shall contain 
the legal description of th e land where] 
such tree w as cut, as well as the legal 
ow ner thereof and such w ritten con­ 
sent or copy thereof certified as a tru e 
copy by the person to whom such con­ 
sent w as given, or by the register of 
deeds of the county in w hich the land 
is situated, if recorded in his office, 
shall be carried by every person cu t­ 
ting, rem oving or tran sp o rtin g any 
such trees, and shall be exhibited to 
any officer of the law, forest ranger, 
forest patrolm an, ganxe w arden, or 
o ther officers of the d ep artm en t of 
conservation a t his request a t any 
tim e.” 
Any fu rth e r inform ation can be a t­ 
tained a t the local forest rangers office 
located in the court house at B rainerd.

Tuberculosis claim ed the lives of 13 
residents of Crow W ing county during 
1928. according to a report ju st issued 
by the M innesota Public H ealth Asso­ 
ciation in connection w ith the C hrist­ 
m as seal sale. 
F our of these deaths 
occurred 
at 
institutions 
and 
other 
places outside of the county. 
“E very six hours tuberculosis takes 
th e life of a m an, wom an, or chil l 
som ew here in M innesota." says a bul­ 
letin from the M innesota Public H ealth 
A ssociation. 
“T hroughout* thc stall' 
there arc now 13.(XX) people w ith active 
tuberculosis. 
“In 
1928 
tuberculosis 
caused 
the 
death of a total of 1,460 people in the 
state. 
A study of the records shows 
that 
the disease was dangerous to 
babies, ta k in g the lives of 21 infants 
under one year of age, and 21 w hen 
they had reached their second b irth ­ 
days. 
It then subsided som ew hat u n ­ 
til tho age period of IO to ll years, a* 
w hich period 32 succum bed to the di­ 
sease." 
At th at carefree tim e from 15 
to 19. this enem y of youth forged 
ahead at an alarm ing jato, claim ing 
as victim s. 108 boys and girls. 
The 
ratio of deaths at those ages was two 
girls to each boy. 
F rom 20 to 34, when 
oung m en and woman are establishing 
hom es and getting skirted in Industry, 
tuberculosis 
killed 
500 M innesotans. 
Betw een 3ft to 44, the best years of life 
from an economic standpoint, 268 lives 
w ere snuffed out by tho disease. 
A lthough tuberculosis still rem ains 
the principal cause of death in the age 
period from 15 to 40, it has dropped 
from first to sixth place as a cause a f 
death In M innesota, the bulletin points 
out. 
Only eight states in the union 
have a low er death jute from this d i­ 
sease. 
It is anticipated th at the death 
toll from tuberculosis throughout tho 
United S tates this year will num ber 
betw een 90,000 and loo,(KIO people, 
“Tuberculosis can be prevented ami 
can be cured,” the bulletin declared.
